at Palo Alto' 'will fee further watched 


or questioned. 


Captain Burnett said this morning 


that whils the police department had 


as yet received no official v/ord from 


Honolulu, he was satisfied from press 


dispatches that it was far from estab- 
Itihed that a crime had been commit- 


ted. 


"This being true/' continued the cap- 


lain, 
"we 
have 
absolutely no just 


grcunds upon which to base a sus- 
picion, much less make an arrest. We 
Will continue 
to 
work on the case, 


however, so that should 
unexpected 


developments occur in Honolulu, we 
will be ready to proceed at this 
end."

Is pointed out that the opinions of the 
physicians taken with the result . of 
the chemical analysis as given in evi- 
dence at the inquest indicate that to 
bring about a fatal result Mrs. Stan- 
ford would have to have been given 
one of the oapsules, which it has been 
admitted contained a small quantity 
of strychnine, and a dose of the bicar- 
bonate'of soda at the same time, and 
that both would be required to bring 
together enough strychnine to be fa- 


tal. 


According to the estimates of 
the 


ohemists, the strychnine in the dose of 
bicarbonate of soda and the capsule 
combined was only one-twelfth of 
a 


grain, and unless the strychnine was 
all at the top of the bottle and was 
taken when Miss Berner poure'd out 
the dose of soda. 
Mrs. Stanford's 


failure to comment on the bitter taste 
of the medicine, however, held as dis- 
proving this theory. 


The physicians say that one-twelfth 


of a grain of strychnine might possi- 
bly be fatal to a person of Mrs. Stan- 
ford's ago. 


Deputy High Sheriff Rawlins, who 


will accompany the remains to

Franctcco, will take the trip -for the 
purpose of consulting the 
police in

THE INQUEST. 


HONOLULU, March S.—The long- 


deferred report of the chemists in the 
case of Mrs. ^Tane Stanford became 
public property last nigh' when Dr. 
Duncan and' r>r. Shore/ testified he- 
fore the coroner's jury. It showed the 
following facts:

LITTLE POISON IN BOTTLE.; 


When the Inquest was resumed yes- 


terday afternoon the first witness call-, 
ed to the stand was R. A. Duncan, Food 
Commissioner and chemical 
analyst 


to the Board of Health. 
He. testified 


that three ana'vses of the bottle o£ 
bicarbonate of . soda 
found ' in Mrs. 


Stanford's room had been made. 


-"1 made the 
first 
analysis alone," 


he-said, "and in ten grams of the bi- 
carbonate of soda I-obtain, seven-hun- 
dr.edths (0.07) of a grain of strychnia. 
The second'analysis I'made in con- 
junction with Dr. Edmund Shorey, 
chemist -of the United States'Agricul- 
tural Station. In te^r grams of the bi- 
carbonate of soda we. obtained thlr- 
teen-hundredths (0.13) of a i grain of 
strychnia. 
In the third analysis of 


the same amount" of bicarbonate of 
soda "(re : secured ;• fourteen-hundredths 
(0.14) of a grain of strychnia. 


"By calculation .we estimated . . that 


in the bottle were 43 grams of-bicar- 
bonate of soda, and that the, bottle 
contained half 
a grain of: strychnia. 


The methods of analysis used in trie 
last :two: experiments were more, relia- 
ble.

WOODEN PIPES HAVE PROVED A FAILURE 


IN LOS ANGELES. 


Began to 
to Pieces in Three Years and Were 


Worn Out in Ten. 


City Officials Tell the Story of a Disastrous Experiment With Wood 


Conduits in the Southern rietropolis. 


The Bay Cities water scheme 
In- 


cludes a wooden pipe line 62 miles long 
to convey the water from the reservoir 
±o Oakland. Wooden mains were tried 
n the Los Angeles water works and 
have been discarded as B failure. Ap- 
pended are aimed statements from the 
city officials and engineers of the City 
of Los Angeles, who personally exper- 
mented with the wooden water pipes.

redwood. .Within: three years of Its 
completion • it' began to give trouble 
and In less than ten years had to be 
abandoned altogether. 
• 


FAILED IN FIVE YEARS. 


The West Los Angeles Water Com- 


pany, whose works were recently pur- 
chased by the city of Los Angeles, had 
some 40,000 feet of 30-Inch wood stave 
pipe built of selected timber, and in 
every other mariner constructed with 
the greatest care. This pipe was laid 
in .the year 1893, under pressure, be- 
ginning:, at.zero and running into a de- 
aresslon which >gave a head of about 
L10 feet. 
The pipe -was always kept 


full _of water and under the best con- 
ditions, which theory suggests for Its 
^reservation. The soil In which It was 
laid was mainly of a-sandy 
nature, 


which also, according to theory, should 
tend to Its preservation. About five 
years after thi§' was laid it began to 
give trouble by the failure due to rot 
of some of the' . stavea. 
ROTTED OUT AND 
DISCARDED. 


Also great trouble was experienced 


due to the attack of gophers and other 
burrowing animals.latlng through the 
wood. Ever since that time It, has 
given more or less trouble, and 
Its 


present condition Is sueh that It re- 
quires constant attention of a corps 
of men to keep it In condition to use. 
In all cases of recent leaks the cause 
s traceable to positive decay of the 
wood, and I have portions of staves 
now In my office taken from this pipe 
which though originally .1% 
inches 


thick, are rotted through, so that there 
remains less than a quarter of an 'Inch 
of sound wood. 


We are preparing for the abandon- 


ment of this pipe and expect to ac- 
complish the work necessary to dis- 
place it within a month or two. 


WOOD SEEMS WORTHLESS. 


The city of Los Angeles has 
had 


similar experience In other wood struc- 
tures, notably a siphon on the outfall 
sewer and some wooden pipe used in 
the zanja system for the distribution 
of irrigating water. 


In the presence of these facts 
I 


would strongly advise against the use 
of such pipes or conduits in any work 
of importance that it was intended to 
hare permanent. 


The writer Is at present, and has for 


18 years last past, been superintendent 
of the'Los Angeles Water Works, both 
under the ownership' of the old Los 
Angeles Water Company and its suc- 
cessor, the city of Los Angeles.

Dear Sir: 
Tour inquiry of March 1, 


regarding use of wood for water con- 
duit-! received. My work for the past 
34 jeara has been mostly confined to 
hydraulic 
engineering and conutru.:- 


tloj.'. 
Th<! use of wood has not fil- 


tered into any of my work except to a 
limited extent for temporary purposes, 
and in foundations where submerged 
In. water. While superintendent of the 
water works here for 13 years, I al- 
ways opposed the use of wooden con- 
duits and flumas. 


USELESS IN TEN YEARS. 


In 1886, when City Engineer of this 


city, I watched the construction of a 
wooden conduit by the Los Angeles 
City Water Company, which I had for- 
merly advised against, and 
observed 


Its gradual 
decay 
thereafter, which 


commenced in about three yearn from 
cumpletion, remle-^ng the consult cn- 
t.iteiy useless in less than ..en years.. 


Unusual precautions were 'taken to 


prevent dry rot by selecting butt cut 
reihvood, and co::tlng it on the inside. 
Tlia conduit was Irjried !n the ground 
and covered. 
It has ventilations at 


frequent intervals. With all these pre- 
cautions 
the 
conduit 
failed 
as 


rapidly as the flumes in which none 
had been taken. ' 
• • 


' Atfer leaving the City Engineer's 
office in 1891, an outfall sewer ' was 
built from this city to the sea in which 


there was about 12 miles of 36 and 38- 
Inch redwood stave pipe used to cross 
two depressions. 
I advised 
agalnat 


the use of wood. 
This sewer com- 


menced giving away at once* in 
the 


aeame, which was due to faulty con- 
struction. Soon afterwards the bands 
commenced to yield to the attack of 
the salts, anfl they have all been re- 
newed through the wet ground. 


ROTTED, WET O.R DRY. 


The extremities of the two inverted 


siphons were at times exposed to wet 
and dry which soon rotted the wood 
on the inside above—the flow line. The 
outside of the sewer-rotted In the dry 
•round, anri the city 1s now building a 
brick sewer to take Its place. 


ANOTHER SIGNAL FAILURE. 
Tnere was about* eight': miles* of 30- 


Inch redwood stave. pipe laid by th« 
"West Side Water Company irTiS'SY for 
conveying water to a portion of this 
city. The pipe is a fair test of the 
durability of wood pipe under favor- 
able conditions, and It may now be 
said to have outlived its usefulness, 
as It Is constantly under repair. My 
observation of wooden conduits else- 
where has been that for extensive or 
permanent work they should be dls- 
carf ed. There have been wooden pipe 
lines t laid above ground 
which give 


better results than when burled, and 
I would advise their use In that way 
when economy dictates.this method of 
construction. Tours truly, -

ENGINEER BALCH'S TESTIMONY. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 3, 198?. 


-Mr. C. H. King, East Oakland, Cal.— 


Dear Sir: In response to your inquiry 
as to our experience with wood-pipe, 
I would say that in the fall of 1897 
we installed about 10,000 feet of red- 
wood pipe 48 Inches in diameter, lay- 
ing same In most cases, in a trench, 
and back-filling the trench. The pipe 
was laid In Inverted siphon, and was 
always completely filled with water. 
The pipe was designed of a thickness 
such that the pressure of the water 
would always keep the pipe staves sat- 
urated. "'* 


After about flve years' use, we dis- 


covered that the pipe where It was 
covered with dirt, was beginning to 
rot on the outside, and this rot con- 
tinued until we considered ^It unsafe 
to leave it In position, and we have 
replaced nearly all the pipe by tunnels, 
or cement conduit. 


Some parft of the pipe was laid on 


trestles, where, of course, it -was Im- 


possible to back-fill the same. 
These 


sections of pipe show no signs of de- 
cay. 


Our experience with this pipe in the 


San Gabriel, has led us to discard the 
use of wood pipe In all our installa- 
tions, wherever we are waking them.

Los Angeles, Cal., March 4, 1905. 
Mr. C. H. King. East Oakland, Cal.— 


Dear Sir: Replying to your Inquiry 
regarding the use of wood by this city 
in conduits for conveying water, I will 
say that our experience with it in the 
old outfall sewev has not been satis- 
factory^ In 1892 there was about three l 
miles of >.'!<'inch and three miles of 36- 
Inch wooden stave pipe placed In the 
line of outfall »ewer, where depres- 
sions occurred in the grade. 


The • extremities of these 
Inverted 


siphons were not always kept full of 
water, and the wood decayed rapidly. 
There was a length of about 5000 feet 
in one of the depressions where the 
ground water either surrounded 
the 


pipe or the earth In contact was al- 
ways 
kept 
moist. 
This was laid 


through a flat where the salts has ac- 
cumulated, and their attacK on the 
Iron bands was very energetic, 
de- 


stroying them almost entirely In a few 
years. 
WOOD PIPE REPLACED BY STEEL. 


All the bands in. this 5000 feet have 


been replaced at least once since the 
pipe was laid. 


The failure of this portion of 
the 


sewer necessitated the building of a 
new brick outfall at great cost, and 
the mistake of using wood' extensively 
in public work of this character will 
not be repeated in this city. The sew- 
age had no deteriorating effect on the 
wood, as it was found perfectly sound 
in, the Inside of the pipe where 
the 


sewage had always covered it. 


The outside of the staves decayed 


rapidly where in contact with dry soil, 
and the iron bands rusted out where 
the pipe was in <Jamp ground, so It 
would seem mowS: difficult to find a 
condition favorable to the preservation 
of construction of this character. If 
you are intending to use much of this 
pipe I would advise careful inquiry, 
as the water department here has had 
a similar experience, and a number of 
failures elsewhere have come to my 
observation.

Their Way North-

ARMIES, Saturday. March 4 (via Tie* 
Tsln.)—(Delayed In transmission.)—The 
first four days' fighting ended as suc- 
cessfully as the Japanese could wish. It 
resulted Jn the complete turning1 of tha 
Russian right and promises certain defeat 
for the entire Russian army. It is hard 
to see how the Russians can possibly hops 
for any other result. 


General Oku's army was swung: north 


to a point on the main highway five 
miles north of the Mukden line, 


The two left armies, Generals Oku'i 


antTNogTR, \vhicn are executing a turnin? 
movement, arp now parallel to four miles 
v/estwjard of the railroad. The two armies 
swung' around, with Chantan as a pivot, 
until they reached a position, at right 
angles with the original line, and they are 
now advancing directly east. 


SLIGHT 
DEFENSE. 


The Russians made a strong fight a t 
the start, but later their resistance was 
slight, the troops retreating in a disor- 
derly manner before the .onward rush of 
the Japanese, who have navanced over 
twenty, miles "in four days, always being 


I in touch with the Russians. The Russians 
had many strong defenses~'a!ong several 
lines, but these defenses were, not de- 
fended by' them as strongly as the Japan- 
ese had expected. 
It is evident that the Russian soldiers 
have become disheartened by the fall 01' 
Port Arthur, and it is believed at these 
he'adquarters that they are or have been 
in almost open revolt. Many strong posi- 
tions were given up by them without a 
show 01' resistance. 


HASTY RETREAT. 


The battlefield shows evidence of a 
hasty retreat. It is covered With bits of 
clothing and heavy felt boots, thousands 
of the latter having been thrown away 
probably because they Impeded the hasty 
flight of the Russians. 
Many rifles and 
thousands of rifle cartridges were thrown 
away. 
The Russians are retiring to the east 
and north In confusion and it Is now evi- 
dent that all plans for retreat were upset 
by the rapid rushes of the Japanese. 
The entire Russian right seems to be 
altogether disorganized, and reports re- 
ceived today show that the troops are in 
an almost p^ic stricken condition. 


ON THE RUN. 


One Russian army corps opposed to the 
extreme left of the . Japanese armies is 
retiring rapidly. . making practically 
no 


effort to stop the movement of the Jap- 
anese. 
The Japanese victory" is considered even 
greater morally than physically. 
It Is estimated that the- Russians hare 
lost over ten thousand men- but-state- 
ments made by prisoners give evidence 
that this estimate will be exceedefl. The 
loss on the Japanese left during the last 
four days do not exceed four thousand.

Ward, which was 
postponed 
from 


Tuesday, February 31, was held last 
night at Milton Hall, 
Twenty-eighth 


street and San Pablo avenue. There 
-was a large attendance and the hall 
<was crowded, but aside from the paid 
advocate of the 
Bay 
Cities Water 


Company only one person in the house 
raised his voice in favor 
of bonds. 


That one was Calvin B. White, who 
was made Sheriff by the Populists, and 
he admitted that it was due to his 
Populistic principals ' that he favored 
•them. 


There was no one present to repre- 


sent the opponents of bonds, but the 
sentiment of the meeting was strong- 
ly against them and C. F. Murdoch, M. 
J. Hallahan and others made ringing 
speeches denouncing the scheme 
of 


the Bay Cities. 


The hall was crowded to Its utmost 


capacity. 


MEETING OPENED. 


R. F. Hallahan. vice-president of the 


club, presided. 
In opening the meet- 


ing he said: 


"It was our intention tonight to have 


present representatives of both 
the 


• Contra Costa Company and the Bay 


Cities, so that the matter of issuing 
bonds for a water supply might 
be 


thoroughly discussed. 


"As there is as yet T.o one present to 


speak in behalf of the Contra 
Costa 


Company, I shall call the meeting to 
order and request J. E. 'Bennett 
to 


give his views in regard to the prop-' 
osltion from the standpoint of a Bay 
Cities' advocate." 


J. E. BENNETT. 


After Indulging in some personalities 


foreign to the water question, John 
E. Bennett touched upon the matter 
of piping. He said: 


"Much has been said concerning this 


wood stave pipe. I will say here that it 
is the best pipe made and I give you 
for my authority the

Costa 


Company and its engineer, Mr. Adams. 


"In 1893 Mr. 
Wilkinson, 
general 


manager o£ the Contra Costa Company 
wrote to the S.'.n Francisco construe- 


• tors of wood pipe, stating lhat 
the 


pipe was perfectly satisfactory 
and 


that the company contemplated taking 
out much of its metal pipe and re- 
placing it by wooden pipe. No engin- 
eer has a woro to say against wood 
stave pipe. Mr. Adams six years ago 
•was manager of the West Los An- 
geles Water Company 
and

•wrote highly eulogizing the pipe. And 
yet you have read in THE TRIBUNE 
statements regarding- that pipe which 
were entirely false and distorted." 


SHARP QUESTIONS. 


William Feeley, an

asked Mr. Bennett it the Spring Val- 
ley Water .Company used wood pipes 
in its systKn, Mr. Bennett, said that 
some were used.

Bennett—"I believe so."

"I am from Missouri and Mr. Ben- 


nett has got to show me.

made some elaborate statements_ that 
do not altogether satisfy me." 


"They were all true," intercepted Mr. 


Benrrett. He was declared out of or- 
der by the chairman and Mr, Murdock 
continued: 


"We will say then, that his state- 


ments we/e slightly exaggerated. Now, 
last July—the 16th—I was at the base 
of Mount Hamilton, where the head 
waters of the Santa Isabella 
Creek 


are situated. 
I found there stagnant 


pools. 


"This proposition of the Bay Cities 


wilt raise the taxes twenty-five 
per 


cent or to $1.51. What is to become 
of us poor taxpayers if this thing con- 
tinues? 
We'll have to move to the 


mountains where we can get water 
free of charge." 


LEE MURPHY. 


Lee Murphy then took a hand in the 


discussion, 
asking 
Bennett 
several 


questions! regarding his statements. In 
part he said: 


"The question arises: If we should 


take the Bay Cities Company over and 
draw an annual Income of $600,000 a 
year between rate on water and twen- 
ty-five per cent unimproved taxes as 
now proposed, will the ?285,000 te!ance 
go to pay off the principal? II eo, the 
Indebtedness could be wiped out 
In 


fifteen or sixteen years if handled In a 
businesslike way. But in the present 
case I don't see why we should go 
in debt for forty years to pay off a 
business proposition^ 
Supposing we 


let it run for forty years and keep on 
paying the Interest we would pay in 
$9,600,000 and still owe the $6,000,000." 


"You are wholly wrong: Mr. Murphy," 


said Bennett. ."The 
Council doesn't 


propose to levy a tax."

Calvin White said he '-was still a 


Populist in principle and as a Populist 
believed in municipal ownership.

White was the 
only one at the meeting who raised his 
voice for the bonds, except the paid 
advocate of the Bay Cities Company, 


In answer to Murdock, Bennett said 


he did not know of his own knowledge 
the things he had said about the wa- 
ter, but had relied on the engineers' 
report. 


"In speaking of mountains

do you mean?" asked M. J. Hallahan. 


"The Mount Hamilton range," .an- 


swered Bennett. 


"You do not mean that the water 


comes from the Blue Lakes?" 


"No."

CALLED TO ORDER. 


Then Bennett again grew personal 


and he was called t& order by M. J. 
Hallahan. who declared that the club 
had. assembled to discuss the merits 
of the question and not the Individuals.

the near future. 
The blockade Is'due to 


the decision of the Circuit Court, which 
enjoins the independent scavengers from 
following the vocation which for years 
has furnished them with a livelihood. The 
decision of the.Court upholds the validity 
of the twenty-five-year 
exclusive 
fran- 


chise given to the. Pacific Incinerating 
Company to gather and destroy garbage 
within the limits of the city of Oakland. 


Speaking of the matter Health Officer 


von Adelung- said: "The present condi- 
tion is due entirely to the sudden shutting 
off of the scavengers by the court's in- 
junction,' which found 
the Incinerating 


Company unable to handle the situation 
with the equipment It was then provided 
with. It Immediately started" to purchase 
horses to enable It to use the can wagons 
and men It already is provided with. 
The crematory Is large enough to handle 
all the city's garbage easily. It is simply 
a question of collecting and delivering the 
garbage at the incinerating- plant. 
"Since the Injunction was issued the 
crematory' has secured and placed 4200 
new cans in both the residence and busi- 
ness district, but there .are still 800 or- 
ders for which there are no cans. 
The 
incinerating 
company applied 
to 
the 
Health Office for permission to gather the 
garbage In bulk instea of using the can 
system. The matter was referred to the 
Mayor, who agreed that the Sltuatior 
demanded unusual measures. He stated 
that the company must collect the garb- 
age, 
but that It was ai uuerty for the 
present to use.the bulk system, if neces- 
sary. It is now proceeding: on that- un- 
derstanding, and expects within a week 
to have the collections up to date, when 
the system of can collections will be 
resumed."

He said that, 
as a prosecuting officer, he found that 
the present medical law of this State 
was admirably adapted to the suppres- 
sion of quacks that the proposed law 
would open wide the doors of the med- 
.ical profession to that class.

The Grand Old Mali bf Texas. _ 


Judge John ;H. Reagan, who has just passed away, was the Grand 


Old Man of Texas. He had held every office from- District Attorney 


: to United 
States.. Senator that liis State could bestow upon him. 


During his life he was Judge, ;;member of the Legislature, Congress- 
"man, Governor and Railroad; Cominissioner.* -He was Postmaster- 
'General in the Cabinet-of Jefferson Davis, and was the last surviving 
Cabinet officer of the Confederate States. 


Judge Reagan served in both houses of Congress for many years 


after the Civil War, and' was an influential'rnernber of both bodies. 
He was really the father of the Inter-State. Commerce law, although it 
was not enacted in the form originally advocated; by him. His cease- 
less, agitation of the question of railroad regulation, however, finally 
resulted in the passage of the Cullom bill. 


Judge Reagan left the United States Senate to-accept the .office of 


Governor. 
When the Texas Railroad Commission- was formed he ac- 


cepted a place, on it solely to enforce the laws he was mainly instru- 
mental in having enacted. He voluntarily retired from.office, carrying 
with him into private life the affection'of the people'of his own State 
a n d t h e respect o f t h e entire country.

At the close of the Civil War Judge Reagan distinguished himself 


by the wise and temperate advice he gave the Southern" p.eople. ". He 
counseled obedience to the judgment rendered by the- swdrd,.. and 
labored with voice and pen to bring abbut a restored union of senti- 
ment between the estranged sections. 
During the galling days of 


Reconstruction, when the South was groaning under the evils of carpet 
bag government, he exhorted against violence and advised" the South- 
ern people to trust to the sense of justice which he knew would assert 
in the North. 
H.e sought to allay passion and prejudice, both in and. 


out of Congress, and in many ways demonstrated his wisdom and 
patriotism. 
He sustained the best traditions of Southern statesman- 


ship, and in the group which comprised such men as Hill, Gordon, 
Lamar, Hampton and Garland, was an acknowledged leader. ' 


It was something of a coincidence that Judge Reagan should 


have passed- away a.lmost on the same day that George S. Boutwell 
of Massachusetts breathed his last. They were of the same age and 
entered public life about the same time. They were opposed to each 
other politically nearly all their lives, but in their declining days 
they were of practically one mind. 
Surely there is a lesson in the 


study of these men's lives, if one cares to read it.

The bill to increase the salary of Superior Judges in the counties 


of San Francisco, Alameda and Los Angeles from $4,000 to $5,000 a 
year has finally passed the Legislature. It is a wise and just measure, 
ior the present compensation of Superior Judges in the large cities is 
wholly out of proportion to the ability required and the responsibilities 
assumed. 
A Superior Judge should be a man of learning, character, 


ability and moral stamina. Four thousand dollars a year is totally 
inadequate pay for the services of such a man, hence it is becoming 
each year more difficult to recruit the bench from the front ranks of 
the-legal profession. Low salaries mean Judges 'of small calibre: and 
petty ambitions, as has been too often demonstrated in San Francisco, 
where the Superior Bench is largely made up of second and third-rate 
lawyers of no special ability and no pronounced standing at the bar. 
Alameda county has been fortunate in her judiciary, but it is notorious 
that-the Judges are underpaid. 
When the'salary of Superior Judges 


was fixed the cost of living was not so great as it is now, and the earn- 
ings of the leg?] profession nothing like so large as In those days. 
Twenty years ago $4,000 was really a more renumerative salary than 
$6,000 is today.
